Since a revision.. :c£ the .motor vc- 


hcile license seems a vital part of 
any refunding plan, administrationists 
point out that the changes should be 
made before vehicle owners start pay- 
ing their 193-1 fees. .. 


Although exact changes have not 


been decided upon, it is believed all 
automobile license fees will be set at 
30 per cent of the fees in effect prior 
to 1933. This would mean that own- 
ers of cars four years 
old or more 


would not get an additional reduction, 
but would pay on the same basis as 
those owning cars less than four years 
old. 


Truck licenses will be 
raised on 


some classes, partic%larly those known ' 
as semi-trailer types. As present, ar 
owner of a semi-trailer type may 
procure a license for a two ton truck, 
and then place a five ton load on a 
trailer, for which the license fee is 
considerably lower than a five-ton 
truck . 


Levying of the half-cent tax on gas- 


oline which was removed by the fed- 
eral government when liquor taxes be- 
came effective has been considered. 
Consumers would pay no more gaso- 
line taxes than during the past few 
months. Instead of the revenue from 
k»he half-cent tax going to the fed- 


govcrnment, it would go to thc 
state. 


Several members of the legislature 


privately advised the refunding sub- 
committee against proposing an auto- 
mobile drivers license tax, and it is 
thought the advice will be followed.
